The wbject sighted was " shaped "Like a cotton backet", and had a blue-white 
brilliance with a reddish glow near the top. It made no sound and left no exhaust 
er vapor treil. It appeared to are slightly in its trajectory. 


The weather was clear and ware and the merning of the sighting the observer 
vas sitting before a large picture window looking nerth over the city as dawn was 
just beginning te break, She reperted having arisen early to ses her husband off 
on a business tripe
